It  is  very 
convenient  now  for  storing  extra  furniture  and  supplies. 

This  year  we  were  faced  with  the  necessity  of  finding  a  new 
teacher  and  were  very  fortunate  in  securing  Mrs.  Olive  B.  Fullam  of 
Brattleboro,  Vt.  Under  Mrs.  FuUam's  teaching,  the  good  work  of  the 
school  has  continued  as  in  former  years.  Mr.  Jewett,  who  has  taught 
Art  and  Music  for  a  number  of  years  left  to  study  in  Europe.  Mrs. 
Isabel  Nichols  of  Antrim  has  been  carrying  on  the  music  program. 

In  view  of  the  growing  crisis  in  school  housing  throughout  the 
country  Stoddard  can  consider  itself  very  fortunate  to  have  such  a  well 
equipped  school.  This  building  should  be  adequate  to  house  the 
elementary  pupils  for  many  years  to  come.  The  enrollment  will  dc 
crease  slightly  for  the  next  few  years  unless  new  families  move  into 
town. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  the  School  Board,  the  teachers, 
and  the  citizens  of  Stoddard  for  their  help  in  making  this  a  successful 
school  year.
